He say « that concessions are 
inev itable, but the United State« —Insofar as the De­ 
partment of State under his regime Ls concerned-is 
not Interested In agreement at any price 
The net 
effect of the ex planation Is to make it clear that the 
difficulties among the foreign ministers at London 
were ev en worse than they were rumored to be and 
that the source of the difficulties, as far as Mr. 
By rnes ls concerned, wa« the uncompromising atti­ 
tude of the Russian delegate. 
This is a matter of the grav est importance. The 
Russian gov ernment Ls reported to hav e started its 
propaganda mills to discredit Secretary By rnes and 
uphold Commissar Molotov . In short order, we may 
ex pect Russia's sy mpathizers within our own borders 
to build the customary fires under the State depart­ 
ment and to start agitation for capitulation to the 
Ruasian position, as they did when Russia was de­ 
manding a second front in Europe before the United 
States was rendy to create one. There is a made-in- 
Rmtsla technique for handling these situations- not a 
thing of beauty ex actly , but a thing of tremendous 
power when ex erted against lily -liv ered politicians. 
The situation is not hopeless. It Is only discourag­ 
ing. At the Instant there is no further hope of inter­ 
national accord and good will. World war III will hav e 
begun, in its prebelligerent phases. For the present, 
what ha« happened ls that the United States has dis­ 
cov ered in its first brush with postwar political reali­ 
ties in Europe that 27 years have not altered the rulr 
of blg-dog-eat-little-dog 
Mr. By rnes has discov ered 
only what President Wilson discov ered in another set 
of circumstances--that an American and his illusions 
are soon parted when the war slogans 
are set aside 
and the politicians begin to div ide the spoils. 
1 
There is a way to have peace with honor. While 
it must sound fatuous to foreigners and is none too 
convincing for Americans as we drift into the disil­ 
lusionment that comes from comparing the little 
meannesses of politicians with the glorious sacrifices 
of soldiers. United States foreign policy Is made, in 
the lRst analysis, by the people and in tills country 
the people will support a policy of infinite patience 
There can be no legitimate doubt about the goal of 
American postwar diplomacy. 
It is to establish and to secure peace with honor 
The United States fought in the war to salvage honor 
from the Germans and Japanese 
It could have had 
peace with dishonor, had it been willing to mak e the 
proper deals. 
Great Britain and France had experi­ 
mented with that k ind of peace at Munich, however 
and it satisfied no one 
No arrangement of treaties can be a substitute for 
good faith: 
there Is no magic in formulas and organ­ 
izations. Tire United Nations have been talk ing about 
cooperativ e security and international good will They 
hav e been adopting resolutions and feeling cheerful 
because their spok esmen were able to meet together 
amicably for the consideration of policies and military 
plans. But now’ the serious business has started 
World war II is over—and World war III awaits 
the decisions of a handful of little men who either 
will show great stature or plunge the world into an- 
otherother blood bath. As far as Secretary of State 
By rnes is concerned, nothing 
Is going to happen to his 
mandate to do everything possible to mak e an honor­ 
able peace. 
President Truman has the same guaran­ 
tee. Only the peacemak ers are blessed as the world's 
bomb fodder 
hears with sick dread that the first 
conference to end World war II came to gnel ovei 
the uny ielding insistence of one nation that tlit* others 
should adopt its views—or else.
